loans made by the institution will be 
called in . Preparations 
are 
being 
made 
to complete

liquidation 
within nine months, or a year at the 
most. 
Stockholders of the bank are 
de­ 
pending on loans amounting to $32,- 
000 to pay the claims of depositors, 
who had approximately 
$25,000 
in 
the institution 
at 
the time of the 
closing. To these loans may hr added 
a paid-up capital stock of $7700 and 
furniture and fixtures which 
ruay 
sell for another $2 0 0 0. 
While the loans are all due within 
the next six months, there may 
be 
some trouble in collecting all the pa­ 
per, according to Special 
Examiner 
Leslie, who said that it is impossible 
to get 
in all 
loans in a prescribed 
time. 
Most of the payments 
are 
based on harvest returns in this sec­ 
tion, the n o t e s 
falling 
due in 
the 
summer months. 
It is the general opinion among 
patrons of the bank here that if the 
loans and capital stock do not wipe 
out the deposits, 
the 
stockholders 
will be forced to make up the deficit. 
According 
to 
reliable 
information 
from the state department, such 
ac­ 
tion would he forced 
on the 
stock­ 
holders following errors alleged 
to 
have been found by the examiners. It 
is generally reported here that Mc­ 
Bride, as an officer of the bank, was 
without bond, and the condition 
of 
the bank prior to the doting 
was 
known to stockholders. 
Two of the heaviest depositors of 
the closed bank 
were 
the Blodgett 
school district and the Blodgett road 
district 
Both have ceased all 
im­ 
provement work and will be unable 
to proceed while their money is tied 
up in the closed institution. 
It is re­ 
ported that the school district 
had 
approximately 
$4,000 
on 
deposit 
while the road district had nearly as 
large a sum. 
One of the principal losers by the 
bank’s closing will be Dr. Fred Ogil- 
vie, president of the institution, who 
discovered the condition of the bank 
and was one to demand that it 
be 
closed. 
Attempts were made by him 
and others to re-organize 
and take 
over the indebtedness, but this move 
failed. 
The shortage in the bank’s 
ac­ 
counts is said to have been approxi­ 
mately $7500. According to the bank 
examiners, this amount 
was

ried as “exchange 
in 
transit’ 
or 
‘cash items’ and escaped the official 
bank examiner in the regular inspec­ 
tion in January. 
How McBride, as cashier of

CHALLENGES RESPECT 


W. O. L. Jewett, former editor 
of 
the Shelbina Democrat, an old-time 
fighting' Democrat, and a veteran of 
the 
Union 
cause, 
contributes

eiat, from his California home, deal­ 
ing with the remarkable

Mr. Jewett says: 
President Hard­ 
ing, after visiting in 
the 
Southern 
states, declared that the old scetion- 
hl prejudices are dead and buried. In 
a large measure this is true, and it 
is true of the educated 
people 
of 
“ Dixie Land” more generally than in 
the 
north. 
Possibly the people of 
the slave states, before, during 
and 
immediately after the civil strife, ex­ 
pressed more bitterness and ill feel­ 
ings than those of other sections but 
when tin- country 
settled down 
to 
united conditions after the centenial 
eampign of 1876, this bitterness 
in 
the .South evaporated 
more rapidly 
than it did in the North. 
In antebellum days the denuncia­ 
tion of slavery by most people 
not 
connected with this peculiar institu­ 
tion, irritated the pride of 
Southern 
people and also disturbed them about 
the security 
of their 
property 
in 
Human 
flesh. 
The people of 
the 
N orth did not understand the situa­ 
tion in reference 
to slavery. 
This 
institution had 
been inherited from 
Colonial times, and there seemed to 
be no way to let go of it. 
England, 
Spain and fian ce had planted slav­ 
ery in the new world, and the white 
people ha«i lieeome convinced in their 
own minds that enforced labor 
was 
necessary for the upbuilding of their 
In a<P. 
Religious opposition to hold­ 
ing men in bondage grew continuous­ 
ly stronger in the North and 
there 
was much of the 
^ame 
sentiment; 
though largely 
suppressed 
in 
the 
South. 
The raising of tobacco, cot- 
run and su g ar t fay slave 
labor 
1/e- 
eame profitable; and 
all social con­ 
ditions were thus built upon and en­ 
twined. 
There was an organization in the 
North and reaching into the South, 
to induce and help negroes to escape 


from bondage. 
This was 
popularly I 
called 
the **■ underground railr..* 1 
Many people had such a low estimate j 
of the negro, they could not appreci­ 
ate his desire, in common with 
all 
human beings, to be free from 
the 
control of others. 
This story is told 
of a Cincinnati judge: 
“In a conver­ 
sation with a conductor of the “un- 
dergruond railroad”, the judge said, 
•bring the next runaway nigger 
to 
me, I want to talk to him ”. 
So one 
was brought and the judge inquired 
why he ran away, “you say you had 
plenty to eat, a good home, not 
op­ 
pressed, a 
kind 
master, why have 
you le ft? ” 
The colored man replied: 
“ Well, boss, the place is open, 
you 
can apply for the situation’. 


At the close of the Civil War 
the 
people of the confederate states were 
iri a deplorable condition. The slaves, 
many of them not far above savages, 
were without masters. All local gov­ 
ernment had been swept away. They 
had no money. 
The war had been 
fought on their territory and 
much 
of their property, including tens 
of 
thousands of good homes had been 
destroyed. 
Work, meat and milk an­ 
imals, were scarce. 
Machinery was 
worn out. 
And 
worst 
of all, 
the 
whites were disfranchised, and 
the 
blacks enfranchised. ‘Carpetbaggers’ 
flocked in and took control of 
the 
negroes, and organized governments 
of the ignorant, irresponsible colored 
men. 
These run the states and cities 
recklessly into debt. 
This was 
the 
condition with which the ex-confeder­ 
ates had to struggle for eleven years, 
until President Hays helped to 
re­ 
lieve them. 
Because the South and

stolen -this centennial 
President has been held at a low es­ 
timate.

most. 
Stockholders of the hank are 
de­ 
pending on loans amounting to $82,- 
000 to pay the claims of depositors, 
who had approximately 
$35,000 
in

paid-up capital stock of $7700 and 
furniture and fixtures which 
may 
ell for another $2000. 
While the loans are all due within 
the next six months, there may 
be 
some trouble in collecting all the pa­

the South evaporated 
more rapidly 
than it did in thp North. 
In antei>ellum days the denuncia­ 
tion of slavery by most people

tion, irritated the pride of 
Southern 
people aral also disturbed them about 
the security 
of their 
property 
in 
human 
flesh. 
The people of 
the 
North did not understand the situa­ 
tion in reference 
to slavery. 
This 
institution had 
been inherited from 
( ’olonial times, and there seemed to 
be no way to let go of it. 
England, 
Spain and France had planted slav­ 
ery in the new world, and the white 
people had l*ecome convinced in their 
own minds that enforced labor 
was 
necessary for the upbuilding of their 
lnad‘ . 
Religious opposition to hold­ 
ing men in bondage grew continuous­ 
ly stronger in the North and 
there 
was much of the 
»ame 
sentiment; 
though largely 
suppressed 
in 
the 
South. 
The raising of tobacco, cot­ 
ton and s u g a rt by slave 
labor 
be­ 
came profitable; and 
all social con­ 
ditions were thus built upon ami e n ­ 
twined. 
Theie was an organization in the 
North and reaching into the South, 
to induce and help negroes to escape 


from bondage. 
This was 
popularly 
called 
the M underground railr.-s 1.” 
Many people had such a low estimate 
of the negro, they could not appreci­

This story is told 
of h Cincinnati judge:

why he ran away, “you say you had

At the close of the Civil W ar 
the 
people of the confederate states were 
in a deplorable condition. The slaves, 
many of them not far above savag es,' 
were without masters. All local gov-1 
ernment had been swept away. They 
had no money. 
The war had been 
fought on their territory and 
much 
of their property, including tens 
of 
thousands of good homes had lieen 
destroyed. 
Work, meat and milk an­ 
imals, were scarce. 
Machinery was 
worn out. 
And 
worst 
of all, 
the 
whites were disfranchised, and 
the 
blacks enfranchised. ‘Carpetbaggers’ 
flocked in ami took control of

negroes, and organized governments 
of the ignorant, irresponsible colored 
men. 
These run the states and cities 
recklessly into debt. 
This was 
the 
condition with which the ex-confeder­ 
ates had to struggle for eleven years, 
until President Hays helped to
